Of the Administration. 


The troubles at Ricumoad, Va., ia Temiffs- 


see and Georgia, and at sorao other parts of 
the South, are giving tUo administration some 
uneasiness. It hardly knows how to act. 
On one hand it ia desirous of maiataining the 
supremacy of civil law in the reconstructed 
States, and on tlie other it is urged to exer- 
cise military authority to suppress disorders 
and to protect the people. 
One faction is 


working; hard to pull the admkilgtration 
and Congress on its side, and another 
in the opposite direction. 
Each swears 


like a trooper against the other. If we 
would believe them there never was such 
a reign of anarchy aa exists in the South. 
We need not be surprised, therefore, at the 
quandary the administration is ia. But the 
President is 
cool and 
cautious 
under 


the circumstances. He ia carefully studying 
the matter and taking the best advice within 
his reach. He will hear all that the carpetr 
baggers, scalawags," fire-eaters and ncgropho- 
bista have to say, and then will act, we have 
no doubt, for the best interests of the country 
and in maintaining the proper authorities. 


The chief difficulty is that there is too much 


reconstruction and too much military in the 
South. Five years, or thereabouts, the agony 
of reconstruction has been kept up for politi- 
cal purposes, when it might have bean and 
ought to have been ended in one year, or 
two-years at farthest. In the effort of the 
dominant radical party to secure the negro 
Tote, and by that the balance of political 
power, military autLority was maintained 
ranch longer than was necessary. 
The 


faction has looked to that, conse- 


quently, for support. The negroes, under the 
influence of ambitious and evil-minded car- 
lefc-baggers, hare been le-1 
to 
believe 


that tho political 
power of the South 


belonged 
to 
them 
and 
was 
in 
their 


lands. This naturally placed many of them 
a antagonism to the coassrva'-ive white 
population. As the States have become restored 
to the Union, and t'ae white native population 
lave shown their power, the negroes and their 
carpet-bag leaders feel disappointed. 
They 


'orget that the white "population was much the 
argest, and that throughout the greater part 
of the South this population had a majority of 
votes. As long as the States were unrecon- 
structed and under military authority the 
radicals and their negro allies had their own 
way, to a great extent; but as soon as civil 
authority was restored the white Southerners 
began to take the control. This is the secret 
if the disturbances in Kichmoad, of the clamor 
or reconstructioa over again in Georgia, and 
for the demand of the radicals for e military 
government over Tennessae. 


The prolonged military rule over the South 


has had the effect of making General Canby 
and other commanders mistake their duty. 
Though these gentleman may be governed by 
the best motives, they are influenced by their 
military training and idaas.

nol have interfered, but have left that to the 
courts. An election to office is to be taken as 
a bona Jlds fact, though carried by fraud, till 
examined and acted upon by the proper civil 
authority. 
This is the way such things are 


managed in the Northern States, and there is 
no other safe way compatible with tue laws and 
civil liberty. 


The same principle applies to Georgia and 


Tennessee, though Georgia, not being yet fully 
reconstructed, is in rather an exceptional po- 
sition. With regard to Tennessee, a State in 
as perfect relations with the Union as New 
Tork or Pennsylvania, it ia preposterous and 
dangerous to talk of reconstructing that Stite 
or of placing it under military authorily unless 
ia the ease of positive iasurroction. If Tennes- 
see can be reconstructed or placed under mili- 
tary rule, why not New Tork, Afassaehusetts, 
or any other Northern Staie? All the Stales 
are on the same footing. If this infimous 
practice were to be admitted no State would 
be safe. Any political party in power could 
destroy its political equality and rights, and 
there would be an end to civil liberty. This 
government would be the most perfect cen- 
tralized despotism. No, better let the factions 
in the South fight it out among themselves ; 
better let the two races try their strength, 
even by some bloodshed, than establish a 
despotism either under tlte military or a 
political oligarchy. The negroes of the South 
have acquired all the political rights and 
privileges of the whites. They ought to be 
contented. It is absurd to suppose that eight 
or ten millions of the superior white race are 
to be the political slaves of or to be controlled 
by three or four millions of semi-barbarians, 
who hardly kaow their right hands from their 
left. In any contest the negroes must go to 
the wall. This is seen In the troubles at 
Richmond and elsewhere. It is positively 
cruel in -the heartless carpet-bag politicians to 
lead these poor people to destruction. We 
hope General Grant will exercise hia good 
common sense in these Southern troubles, and, 
abova all, will maintain the supremacy of tho 
civil laws.

TIio British National March to Democratic 


fjelf-Uovoi'araoiit. 


By a special correspondence from London, 


pitWished in our columns to-day, we continuo 
to roport the progress of the British people 
in their constitutional Parliamentary advance 
towards the attainment and enjoyment of a 
system of democratic self-governmant. 
The 


writer prefaced his history of this grand move- 
ment worthily, and with effect, in his letter 
which appeared in tho HEUALD on the 6th 
iastant. He continues the narrative to-day, 
noting the more prominent influencing home 
ciuses which contribute to tho force of the 
popular wave-flow, and which, just now, com- 
bine so as to make its power irresistible. 
These causes appear to be twofold. Tha first 
is to ba found in the existence of a costly, anti- 
quated throne which stands forth as the gilded 
emblem of an oppressive and demoralizing 
British feudality, tha very right of tenure and 
existence of which is now exploded in the pages 
of even the elementary books of the public 
schools, and in the daily teeming columns of 
sn independent and unshackled press, enlight- 
ened hourly by electricity and moved by steam 
to its short and telling lessons of instruction. 
The second appears in the morale of royalty 
itself, as witnessed in the conduct and colirse 
of lifoof some of the first claimants of the crown 
and sword of State after the demiso of- Queen 
Victoria—claimants peremptory under the law 
ot settlement and by virtue of the right of pri- 
zaogeaUure. 'Ihe spirit of change has invaded 
the British Cabinet, ii Sads veat on the Trea- 
sury benches and has jfs tongue in the univer- 
sal and iadependoat Parliament. 
Tne people 


of England, of Ireland and of North Britain 
have their separate wants. Ttt9 throae hag 
its isolated rights. The popular voice is inde- 
structible ia its assertion—the reto of the 
crown in opposition as futile as was tha fiat of 
Canute spoken to the eternal sea tide at his feet. 
Under such circumstances it is easy to say 
which of the Powers will triumph. The HERALD 
makes history by a special statemeat of th?

tangled accouats and a deficiency. For every 
ceat of that deficiency his bondsmen, must pay. 
It has been too much a habit to look with 
lenient consideration on liability of this sort. 
Bonds given for men in responsible position 
have l>eea regardei. *.«. favors batwesn politi- 
cians, and ia all tho casas of defalcation it ia 
scarcely possible to cite a case of the prosecu- 
tion of bonds. This is aa abuse of power. 
The way to get gaoa men in. office is by follow- 
ing the bondsmen, closely, and so making it 
dangerous for men of means to become 
responsible for others without good reason to 
know that thsy are what they should be. Tha 
present is a good case for government coCorm 
on this point. 


Murkehi ant! Politico. 


It is bad enough for the political barpios that 


infest the metropolis to monopolize offices of 
every description and help to drain the pockets 
of the taxpayers ia every conceivable manner, 
but when they come to interfere with our 
food and tura our markets iato political 
machines it becomes intolerable. Accordiag 
to recent developments it appears that a system 
of proscriptioa has been inaugurated by these 
vandals among the marketmen. 
Without 


regard for the claims of those'who hare occu- 
pied stands so long, and their fathers before 
them, that they began to consider them as 
family inheritances, these ruthless politicians 
serve them with summary notices to quit and 
make way for soino of their own frioads. 
No 


explanation or satisfaction is given, and uo 
compensation for fixtures or improvements. 
The official ukase is peremptory ia its provi- 
sions,\nd there is no alternative but submis- 
sion. Independent of the manifest injustice 
towards the rnark«tuiea we can see in this 
little game one good reason for the disgraceful 
state of our inarkets. No city in America can 
furnish such an accumulation of filth and vile 
odors within the space as New York in Wash- 
ington Market. How can it bs otherwise 
when there is such gross mismanagemeat and 
political huckstering, and when the denizens 
of tha slums and the "vote early and often" 
gang defile our fish, meat aad vegetables with 
their foul hands ? We trust that the market- 
men wfll not tamely submit to this injustice, 
but will make themselves heard In Albaay 
among the assembled Solons. 


That Fonny Ferry—Tlie Secret. 


The Assembly committee who are investi- 


gating the Weehawken ferry nuisance took 
some testimony on Saturday which exposes the 
secret of the reason why that institution is so 
abominably managed, and is run for fun and 
not for profit. _ Ex-Senator Liimbeor swore 
that the president of the company designedly 
kept the ferry in bad condition for the purpose 
of depreciating the price of property in and 
around Weehawken until he could buy up all 
the land he wanted there. After that, of 
course, it is presumable that the ferry would 
be put into magnificent shape; the broken 
bridges would be repaired, the ferry houses 
would be made inhabitable for passengers, and 
the boats would bs cleaned until they shone 
even as a mirror. Human bsiags, as well as 
oxen, would then, no doubt, have a fair show 
for comfort. 


Meantime the National Stock Tard Company 


have offered to purchase the franchise and 
run the ferry decently. They are backed up by 
the Erie kings, Pisk and Gould. This com- 
pany has a fine cattle yard on the Jersey shore 
adjacent to the ferry, with a Branch railroad 
connecting it with the Erie Railroad, which it 
taps nfear the Bergen tuuael, aad over which 
the 
cattle- are 
shipped 
by thousands. 


It 
is 
probable, 
therefore, 
that 
they 


can afford to run the ferry for their own con- 
venience as well as for that of the public. An 
examination of the books shows that the receipts 
of tbe ferry vary from ten dollars to three hun- 
dred and sixty dollars—the lat'er sum being 
sometimes realized of fine summer Sundays. 
That the ferry pays, even ia its present condi- 
tioa, is asserted by all the witnesses. Tha 
Legislature has good grounds for correcting 
this dangerous nuisance, and we hope that Mr. 
Kiernan, chairman of t'ae committee, will act 
promptly in. thd matter. Thare Is a mouatain 
of evidence to prove that the ferry is run in 
the interest of the compaay and not of the 
public. Query.—Are not all our ferries in the 
same predicament, and would not a littlo over- 
hauling do tham good ?

parative failure, the Board of Health has been 
almost without occupation, and the members 
of that noble commission would have been 
without a sensation to Btirtheir languid pulses 
but for tha fortunate occurrence of a great dog 
case.

Acta of Charity and Jostlee- 


But What of the Claim of Lincoln* 
Yesterday, on motion of Mr. Dawes, from 


the Committee on Appropriations, in tho House 
of Representatives, and under a suspension of 
tha rules, a bill in behalf of a charitable insti- 
tution was passed which will meet the general, 
approval of the American people. We refer 
to the bill appropriating twenty thousand dol- 
lars to the Catholic Sisters of Mercy, of 
Charleston, S. C., for the purpose of rebuild- 
iag their orphan asylum; and "in considera- 
tion of the services rendered by those Sisters 
to the sick and wounded soldiers of the Union 
army while said city was under bombardment 
during the war, the money to be expended 
under the direction of Sister M. Xavier." This 
is a becoming recognition of a debt due to 
those worthy Sisters for services to the govern- 
ment in their adopted line of religious duty— 
services given "without money and without 
price." It was a fortunate thing for the sick 
and wounded "boys ia blue" held as prisoners 
by the enemy in Charleston during the war 
that they fell under the gentle ministrations of 
those good Sisters, as many a grateful patient 
thus restored to health and strength will bear 
witness. 


The war in many ways and things has, on 


the score of charity and humanity, required the 
intervention .of Congress. 
The Freedmea's 


Bureau, for instance, much as it has beea de- 
nounced, especially by the opposition party 
press, as an institution for the encouragement 
of negroes in idleness, was, in its day, a god- 
send to the destitute Southern whites, rebels 
included—men, women and children—as well 
as to the blacks. Witaesses ftoai this office, 
who have seen the distributions of corn and 
meal and bacon from those bureaus, especially 
in Georgia and South Carolina, testify that 
large numbers of impoverished whiles were 
among the beneficiaries, and that such was tha 
general destitution in those Stales so late as 
May and Juae, 1867, that but for the timely 
charity of the government thousands of their 
helpless women and children, whites as well as 
blacks, would probably have perished frOai 
hunger. And so with the thousands of des- 
titute blacks drifted into Washington oa the 
waves of the war. However small their claims 
upon Congress, the government could not por- 
mit them to starve uader the shadow of the 
Capitol. 


There are thousands of cases of Southern 


loyalists impoverished by the war whose 
claims are beyond the charity and beyond 
even the justice of Congress, because, if 
allowed, they would Boon swell to aa amount 
which would swamp the Treasury. There 
are certaia exceptional cases, 
however, 


which have beea or should be attcaded to by 
Congress. The recant appropriation, for in- 
slsace, of siz thousand dollars for the benefit 
of the widow.. and children of Edwin M. 
Stantoit, and as one year'g compensation for 
him as a member of the Supreme Court, 
though given as an act of charity, will, by the 
great body of the Amerieau people, be ac- 
cepted as an act of justice, but us falling 
far shori of the claims of hia family upoa the 
governmeat. So in regard to the services of 
General Grant to the Union cause, and of 
many others, man aud women, too numerous 
here to mention. 


Wa cannot, howerer, permit this occasion 


to paaa without reminding tha two houses ot 
Congress of the olaim of the family of 
Abraham Lincoln. 
Under the peculiar cir- 


cumstances of this casa we doubt whether 
there is another government than ours in the 
civilized world that would not have appro- 
priated without debate the salary of tho whole 
Presidential term Involved to 
the family 


of the faithful head of the nation whose 
life 
was sacrificed 
in its 
service. 
But 


the bill 
proposing; 
a 
pension 
of five 


thousand 
dollars to Mrs. Lincola 
still 


lies, we believe, uader the table of the 
Senate; and there has been, such ft long 
silence upoa tho subject in that body as to 
leave the impression that even Mr. Sumaer 
has concluded to drop it. Bat this is not jus- 
tice to the memory of Lincoln. It is a mean 
evasion of an imperative duty; and in the 
fact that Mrs. Lincoln, for economy's sake. 
has been driven to the cheap living of an 
obscure town in Germany, we have a reproach 
upon the government of the United States 
which cannot be felt escept as a humiliation 
fay any unprejudiced citizea at homo or 
abroad.

The sermon delivered by Father Farrell at 


St. Joseph's Roman Catholic church on Sun- 
day last deserves something more than a merd 
passing notice. It was to be expected that in 
discussing the school question the reverend 
gentleman would advocate the abolishment of 
the use of the Bible from our public educa- 
tional institutions, and that he should urga 
this in behalf of non-sectarianism. 
But 


Father Farrell went further. 
He did not 


hesitate t» declare that "there is intoleranca 
in the Catholic Church as well as beyond it," 
and to pronounce some of the religious order* 
as the "very quintessence of littleness and 
bigotry." In the same sentence he admitted 
that "the narrow-minded doctrines pnt forth 
by some of its (t. e., the Church of Rome) 
over-zealous advocates have frequently drivea 
the people to rebel." Furthermore, the priest 
seems to be imbued with the ideas of aa 
advanced civilization, for he tells us of mora 
advanced theories superseding certain Instruc- 
tions of the Bible, which wore commendable 
at the time the Scriptures were* written, but 
which are no longer applicable to mankind. 


Now, 
these sentiments are rarely heard 


from the Catholic pulpit in the United States. 
The clergy of that Church have heretofore 
beea singularly lacking in independence. We 
were asked to believe that all the religious 
orders were remarkable for immaculateness, 
and that there was nothing in thorn calling for 
censure. When, therefore, we consider this 
fact the sermon of Father Farrell is invested 
with decided significance. It develops tha 
existence of a liberal element in ths American 
Catholic Church, which can do much in aid of 
those who oppose the absurd aims of the ultra- 
montaaes. We do not suppose that Father 
Farrell has any purpose of condemning tha 
pretensions of the Papacy to infallibility. Ha 
said nothing oa Sunday to indicate hia opinion's 
on this question; but he said enough to satisfy 
us that all American priests are not wedded to 
the ideas and theories of the mediaeval ages, 
aad to inspire us with a hopo for the future of 
the Catholic Church in this republic.

The March Term of tlie Circuit Court and Court ol 


Oyer aud Termmer conimenoed yoalerday at Whlto 
riai:is, before Justice Tappen, Couniy Judgo Kobcrj 
Codirau and the Justices 01 Sessions. When thi» 
Grand Jury had been empanelled the presiding 
Justico delivered his cnarire to that body, m 
which he allaiSed to lha responsibility of their duiiei 
and also to tlie manner In which those duties sh juiil 
bs discharged. He commented severely oa tba per- 
sistent neglect of grand jurors In answering sum- 
monses; ihat in tlie present Instance sixty Juror* 
nad been summoned— thirty of them personally 
and twenty -five witu notices lelt at their places ot 
business— ami yet only twenty-nine Had appearwt- 
Tiie inability to procure jurors in Weslchesu-r 
couuty uiui been relt more seriously tljan in any 
other county m the .circuit. Aa a remedy the Cou.-s 
would impose a line of twenty-five dollars on each 
of tnoso -Brno liad laileei to appear; but would allo-.v 
the delinquents a hearing next Monday, wttei tiicy 
miglit show cause wiiy the fine tnouid not be in- 
llicted. 


While tDe criminal calendar Is not as burdened sa 
on previous occasions, the civil business to be dis- 
posed orjs largely in excess o{ anything Kaown liu- 
fore in tiie couhtj*, sonic thrae hauareil cases await- 
ing judicial disposal. 


During the aiternoon Isuac Van Wart Baclchoat 
was conducted from the jail to Mio court room, whura 
he was arraigned on two separate incictmcncs for 
mnrdcr. In havmjr, on January i, tilled Louisa Buclc- 
iiout, his wne, aud a nemiibor named Alfred Ken- 
dall. at Sleepy Hollow.

District Attorney DyEman replied tiiat be hail 
notified counsel lor the accused ia January tnat h» 
wouid be ready to try tne case at this term, »ud 
insisted tiiat tiie trial should prcoeed accordmnly. 
He rldicmeil iiuckiiout'j assumea (iumbness, aad 
said it had b^cu de.nonstrateu since his incar- 
ceration tiial the prisoner was not deacioat in lin- 
gual power.
